Harry G. WeUer, ex-Register and 


Recorder of Adams county, died on 
Tuesday at his home in New Oxford, 
after an, extended illness, in which 
he was threatened with loss of sight, 
aged 60 years. He was a native of 
this county, a son of the late Levi 
Wehler of New Oxford. 
He was a 


man of the highest character and 
gifted 
with the ability of doing 


things. 
Whatever he undertook his 


friends knew would be accomplished, 
for he would devote every energy to 
the doing of the undertaken work. 
His friendship was highly prized by 
the man who had it, for he could al- 
ways be depended upon., He started 
out in life as a miller and success- 
fully mastered that trade and busi- 
ness, managing mills on the big 
Conewago. 
Always an ardent and 


devoted Democrat and one believing 
sincerely in the rule of the people his 
party represented he gave himself to 
all kinds of party work, and his abil- 
ty soon won recognition in his nomin- 
ation and election as Register and 
Recorder in 1890. He lived in Get- 
tysburg the three years of his term, 
making many friends here as a 
neighbor and 'man. Returning to New 
Oxford he devoted himself to several 
lines of work and became the book- 
keeper in the Farmers and Merchants 
Bank and held the position for eleven 
years, resigning two years ago on ac- 
count of his ill health- 
He was an 


elder in St. Paul's Reformed church 
of New Oxford for 12 years and was 
a member of the Hebron Lodge F. & 
A. M. of New Oxford. He leaves a 
wife.
